Canada. Solli, whose grand¬ 
father was one of those early 
immigrants, was asked by 
the CBC crew to accompany 
them to Iceland to help 
make a portion of the film: 
that of a person of Icelandic 
descent returning to see what 
his ancestors left and why. 
This made a tremendously 
exciting trip for both of us— 
although Shirley wasn’t in 
the actual film, she was with 
us while we were making 
most of the arrangements. 

We dropped our baby off 
at his grandparents in 
Manitoba and continued onto 
Iceland via Chicago (that was 
an experience in itself). The 
Icelandic airlines is known 
as the cheap way to get to 
Europe, so many of the 
passengers on the flight are 
hippie types going to 
Luxembourg and hence 
Europe. In Reykjavik we 
stayed with our friends, 
Sigrun Helgadottir and Ari 
Arnalds who, incidentally, 
asked to be remembered to 
all their friends in Ed¬ 
monton. 

The CBC people, to round 
out their story, interviewed 
several interesting and 
important Icelanders. Solli 
went along as “interpreter” 
—luckily most of the 
Icelanders spoke good Eng¬ 
lish. This also gave him 
a chance to ask the experts 
about the immigrants from 
the areas which his 
grandparents left. Among 
• those intereviewed were: 

Sigurdur Thorarinsson, 
world famous geologist. He 
explained about the eruption 
of Askja in 1875, and the 
adverse weather conditions 
around that time—these 
certainly were major factors 
affecting the emigration of 
large numbers of people, 
mostly farmers from the 
northeast part of Iceland. 

Finnbogi Gudmundsson, 
curator of the National 
Library. He was able to 
discuss some recent studies 
on the emigration—what 
kinds of people left and why. 
He was also able to elaborate

Everything you always wanted 
to know about Thorrablot But •..

The Icelandic Winter 
Festival, “Thorrablot”, was 
usually celebrated in the 
midwinter month ofThorri. 
This was the season when 
the days in Iceland had 
become noticeably longer, 
heralding the retreat of the 
long, cold winter, and the 
return of the warmer- 
brighter days of spring. 
Thorrablot was named after 
the god, Thor, who was highly 
revered by the Icelandic 
people. The festival was 
abundant in special rituals 
and rich in symbolism; it 
was held to promote fertility 
in addition to prosperity. 
Certain special rites were 
performed by the High 
Priest. When the feast was 
over, the priest would give 
the “Sign of Thor”—a toast 
to Thorrablot; this was 
followed by a toast to the 
gods—Odin for victory and 
power, Njordur, Freyr and 
Freya for long life, peace 
and love. Afterward they 
toasted heroes of the time 
and other outstanding indi¬ 
viduals. 

In the year 1000, 
Christianity was adopted by 
legislation in Iceland and

A member of the Finnish 
Society and a good personal 
friend, Arvi Karvonen, of 
Hollow Lake, passed away on 
December 8, 1975. Although 
they lived a fair distance 
from the city, Arvi and 
Lyydia Karvonen were 
frequent visitors to our 
Finnish Society functions. At 
our last Christmas party 
they were among the most 
active couples on the dance 
floor . 1 mention this as an 

example of Arvi’s zest for 
life and typical of his 
cheerful positive outlook. 

Our pioneers had many 
hardships in adapting to a 
new country and a new way 
of life. Not only did they 
have to learn English, but 
also the language of their 
neighbours which wasn’t 
always English. 1 realized 
this simple truth one night 
last fall when Arvi and 
Lyydia were visiting with us 
at the same time as a friend 
of Ukrainian descent. When 
Arvi learned that she was 
Ukrainian, he proceeded to 
talk to her rapidly in 
Ukrainian. She was a bit 
shocked and later told me 
that Arvi spoke better 
Ukrainian than many of 
Ukrainian descent. 

Although the feeling of 
loss is somewhat softened 
by the realization that Arvi 
lived a full life in every 
sense of the term, his 
presence will be deeply 
missed by family and 
friends. The following is an 
excerpt from the Waskatenau 
paper.

ARVIKARVONEN 

On December 8, 1975, 
Arvi Karvonen, age 78, 
passed away quietly in the 
Radway Hospital. He was 
born on October 14, 1897, 
in Valkijarvi, Finland. He 
is survived by his wife, 
Lyydia Karvonen, of Hollow 
Lake, Alta.; two daughters, 
Elvie (Mrs. Tom Wilson), 
Martha (Mrs. Ken Caron); 
five sons, Alex of Grande 
Prairie, Eino and Ed 
of Hollow Lake, Albert of 
Sherwood Park and Paul of 
Edmonton; and twenty grand 
and great grandchildren. 

In the spring of 1925, 
Arvi Karvonen migrated to 
Canada and took up a home¬ 
stead in the Hollow Lake 
■district (two miles east and 
eleven miles north of 
Waskatenau) In the fall of 
that same year, he was joined 
by his wife, Lyddia, whom 
he had married in 1922 in 
Finland. His total life in 
Canada was spent on the farm 
where he was actively 
engaged for over half a 
century. He and his wife 
visited Finland three times 
in the last fifteen years. 
Although he enjoyed visiting 
Finland, he was always most 
anxious to getback home to 
the farm which he enjoyed 
so much. 

Arvi Karvonen repre¬ 
sented a typical Canadian 
pioneer. With only three

CANADA AND FINLAND 
PART VIII 

Canada , as a country of 
numerous immigrants, has 
also received its due share 
of Finns. The first Finnish 
immigrants to Canada came 
about 150 years ago. These 
forerunners did not, in the 
main, come directly from 
Finland, but rather from the 
United States and Alaska. 
Many found employment in 
the construction of the first 
Welland Canal through the 
Niagara Peninsula. Finns in 
more significant numbers, 
settled in Canada starting 
from the early 1880s. At 
that time the transcontin¬ 
ental line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was being; 
constructed and thousands 
of labourers were recruited 
from abroad. Finnish 
labourers were soon in much 
demand for railroad con- 

dollars, an ax and a title 
to a quarter section of 
marginal land, he managed 
to carve out a meagre 
existence for his wife and 
seven offspring. Like so 
many pioneers, he was 
especially adept at Using his 
hands in fashioning things 
from “wood and iron”. 
Everything that stood on the 
Karvonen farm in the early 
years was testimony to his 
skills of building. The 
tenacity and stubborness 
referred to by the Finnish 
people as “sisu” was 
certainly a part of him. In 
an age of over consumption 
and needless destruction of 
our environment some of us 
would do well to analyze the 
life styles of some of these 


struction, as they quickly 
got a reputation for being 
hard-working and reliable 
workers. 

From the decade pre¬ 
ceding the turn of the century 
onwards Finnish immigrants 
came mainly directly from 
Finland. Finnish settlers 
made their living above all 
by farming and working at 
the coal and nickel mines. 

The largest wave of 
immigrants from Finland 
came between 1924and 1930, 
when some 30,000 Finns 
settled in Canada. During 
the 1930s and 1940s Finnish 
immigration was almost 
non-existent, but gathered 
new impetus in the 1950s. 

Today it is estimated that 
there are about 70,000 people 
of Finnish descent in Canada. 
Many of them live, quite 
naturally because of its 
geographical likeness to 
Finland, in Western Ontario, 
especially in theThunderBay 
region, but they can also be 
found in significant numbers 
in, for example, Sudbury, 
Timmins, Toronto and in 
British Columbia around 
Vancouver. 

In Canada’s multi-lingual 
press there are three news¬ 
papers published in the 

Finnish language. The 

largest, “Vapaa Sana”, is 
published bi-weekly in 

Toronto. The two others, 
“Vapaus” and “Canadan 

Uutiset”, are published 

weekly respectively in 

Sudbury and Thunder Bay. 
CULTURAL EXCHANGE 

Under the cultural ex¬ 
change program Canada and 
Finland annually grant three 
scholarships for post¬ 
graduate students on a 

reciprocal basis. This

The trainees’ exchange 
program between Canada and 
Finland has been quite 
successful and is expanding. 
Trainees are generally 
students wishing to continue 
their vocational training 
abroad or gain international 
experience in their own field. 
At the same time their 
language skills can be 
improved. In employing a 
trainee the employer is 
playing his part in promoting 
general international inter¬ 
action and understanding and 
demonstrating a positive 
interest in today’s students. 

To strengthen and further 
develop the relations be¬ 
tween the two countries 
numerous cultural societies 
have been established by 
Finnish-Canadian in Can¬ 
ada. Operating as a central 
association for these socie¬ 
ties is the Finnish-Canadian 
Cultural Federation. Since 
Finland is one of the 
Scandinavian countries, the 
existing organizations work¬ 
ing on a Canadian-Scandin- 
avian basis also promote the 
cultural ties between Canada 
and Finland. For its part. 
The Finland-Canada Society 
in Finland works towards 
the same goal. □

Toastmasters 
Communication 
in Action

Do you communicate 
easily with friends? With 
acquaintances? Your boss? 
Do you sit at meetings— 
P.T.A. Associations or 
Community League affairs— 
afraid to express your 
opinion but frustrated when 
you do not? Do not despair. 
You are with the majority, as 
most people face this 
dilemma but unfortunately, 
too few do something positive 
about it. 

In 1924, a young man 
then. Dr. Ralph C. Smedley, 
had the same agonizing 
problem in expressing his 
thoughts. He, however, 
decided to do something 
positive about it and formed 
the first “Toastmasters 
Club”—a voluntary organ¬ 
ization of men who desire 
to gain facility in the art 
of communication. Today 
there are more than 3,500 
such clubs in all parts of 
the world—sixteen of which 
are located and actively 
operating in Edmonton, 
Alberta. 

Toastmasters are open 
to anyone who is genuinely 
interested in improving his 
ability to speak and 
communicate ideas to his 
listeners. These speeches 
are sometimes prepared 
texts, whilst others are done 
extemporaneously. The first 
exposure to speaking by a 
new member is a “table 
topic”, a two-minute “off- 
the-cuff’ talk on a subject 
presented to him moments 
before he gets to his feet. 
From this, the new toast¬ 
master graduates to a four 
to five-minute talk about 
himself so that his fellow 
members may get to 
know him better. This initial 
speech, since it is all about

During this time toastmaster 
members are exposed at 
each meeting to parlia¬ 
mentary procedure — the 
proper way to open a 
meeting—how to make a 
motion, amend a motion— 
how such items are voted 
upon, discussed, carried or 
lost. As members grow in 
their knowledge and ability 
they become interim “chair¬ 
men” by acting as “table 
topic masters”, “toast¬ 
master”, “grammarian”, 
etc., etc. Nothing is left 
to chance and the growth of 
the individual is directly 
related to the effort he is 
prepared to put into Toast¬ 
masters. The Toastmaster 
motto is, “Better listening, 
thinking, speaking, for men 
on the move.”

Mexicaner Gryde(4persons) 

1 to 1 1/2 lb. beef 

2 big onions 

50 gr. butter or margarine

Chilipepper

2 green peppers 

3/4 cup corn kernels

enthusiastically on the 
Icelandic Canadian poet, 
Stefan G. Stefans son. 

Erlendur Hardarson, 
psychologist. He described 
Icelanders’ beliefs in the 
supernatural, especially the 
“hidden people” or 
Huldufolk. We also visited 
the sculpture garden of 
Asmundur Sveinsson and 
talked to him about his 
sculptures. Shirley was 
lucky enough to participate 
in the filming at Arnarsafni— 
the special building where 
Iceland’s oldest manuscripts 
are now kept, having recently 
been returned from Den¬ 
mark. We were shown some 
of the priceless books—hand 
written on vellum, as much 
as six hundred years old 
and stored in an underground 
vault. Iceland TV showed 
us many early Icelandic 
films dating from the 1920 
period showing methods of 
farming and fishing, un¬ 
changed since the last 
century. Other films showed 
volcanic activity and the 
effect of this activity on plant 
and animal life. 

The TV cameraman went 
simply wild filming the 
Icelandic scenery (even if it 
did rain most of the time 
we were there). We filmed 
at Thingv.ellir, the site of 
Iceland’s ancient parlia¬ 
ment, and at Gullfoss— 
Iceland’s most beautiful 
waterfall. We used Arbaer, 
a reconstructed turf farm 
just outside of Reykjavik, as 
a backdrop for some of the 
filming. 

Personnel of Iceland TV 
came along on most of the 
filming, but unfortunately 
they had no control over the 
weather. Iceland had its 
coldest summer of this 
century in 1975(reminiscent 
of a hundred years ago. The 
film, of which the above is 
.to be a part, is to be aired 
on the CBC in February, 
so watch your TV guide. 

The most exciting part 
of the film making was not 
the travelling around and the 
exciting people, it was the 
Finding out how our fore¬ 
fathers lived , and the 
conditions under which they 
left. It was indeed shocking 
to find that they could have 
shared their small turf 
houses with their livestock. 
Knowledge ofthis kind makes 
one pause to reflect. 

The second part of our 
trip—a journey to the actual 
farms that our grandparents 
left, without the TV crew— 
was more exciting to us 
personally. We found out 
that we both had grand¬ 
parents who had come from 
Vopnafjordur, so we flew to 
Akureyri and rented a car 
to take us to the little village 
on the northeast coast. Once 
there, we met Albert, an old- 
timer who introduced us to 
his sister who knew a lot 


about old times. In our 
search for information, we 
looked in the cemetry— 
imagine our surprise in 
finding a stone to Solli’s 
great aunt, dead only ten 
years. We found that Solii 
had relatives living on the 
same farm where his grand¬ 
mother had been born. 
Another surprise was that 
Shirley’s grandfather had 
worked for this family before 
emigrating to Canada. Yes, 
“Bjossi” was still fondly 
remembered by the oldest 
cousin on the farm. In fact, 
he even went so far as to 
suggest that he and Bjossi 
were related, which could 
mean, of course, that we 
(Shirley and Solli) are 
related. It’s a small world, 
especially when you’re 
Icelandic. 

The relatives, Strand- 
hofn, made us very wel¬ 
come—we shared their noon 
meal of kjotsupa—mutton and 
potatoes boiled in broth. In 
the two days we spent in 
Vopnafjordur, we met many 
nice people and were 
beginning to feel at home. 
Looking back now, the most 


memorable part was driving 
in our Volkswagen (at 
Cadillac prices) through 
“some of the wildest country 
imaginable”; yes, indeed, 
through the moonscape which 
is northern Iceland. It has 
intriguing scenery, both in 
the pouring rain and the 
brilliant sunshine (which we 
thought we had lost forever). 
By the way, did you know 
that gathering drift wood is 
an industry along the north 
coast of Iceland? And a 
really good word to practice 
your Icelandic on is 
Sigurdarstadarvik, one of the 
most northerly farms in 
Iceland. 

Altogether, we had a treat 
time—a bit hectic at times, 
according to Shirley. And 
we are indebted to all our 
Reykjavik friends, espec¬ 
ially Ari, who finished off 
our trip by locating a kennel 
of magnificent Iceland dogs 
which we visited on our last 
night there and over which 
we were drinking coffee in 
the light of the midnight sun 
until three in the morning. 
Some country! Some 
people! □
